Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection.

constructing a master correlation vector having asserted bits corresponding to the most 
important parameter correlations; initializing a packet's correlation bit vector to O, and 
for every parameter: retrieving the parameter in a parameter suspicious vector to 
construct the packet' correlation bit vector; and using the value of the packet's 
correlation bit vector to index into the master correlation bit vector are not disclosed or 
taught in the cited prior art.
